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Lessons on Climbing the Family Tree

Last Saturday afternoon on April 16, local 
historian and author Lynda Ames challenged a small 
group to "take the mystery out of history" at a special 
workshop at the Mattapoisett Public Library. 

Specifically, she asked attendees to look at their 
lives with greater depth, reaching into the past to learn 
about the context of who they are and researching and 
recording their own histories so they are not forgotten. 
"All you need is interest, curiosity and initiative," she 
said. 

"We brought her in to teach people skills to 
write and create their own stories," Susan Pizzolato, 
Mattapoisett Library Director, explained. Ms. Ames is 
a noted genealogist and author of the book In The Dark 
Woods of Wareham - Murder of the Egg Man, and joked that 
she has an "obsessive compulsive" need to unearth the

past. 

In the workshop, Ms. Ames asked participants to 
find a way to "create your own story" - and offered many 
suggestions, such as: 

• Genealogy - researching one's bloodline and 
building a family tree 

• History of house/ property - learning the 
history of a home and land 

• Family gathering - learning about the family 
history by bringing assorted members together 

• Local history - learning about the general 
history of a town or city 

Ms. Ames encouraged participants to write out 
personal memories to share, including details of the family 
business, military experiences, that trip of a lifetime, a 
rewarding career, or growing up. She also encouraged 
exploration of family rumors and gossip for their truths, 
and in the process uncovering nuggets of information that 
are sure to entertain and enlighten. 

"You may find things you don't want to hear, 
but as George Bernard Shaw says - if you can't get rid of 
family skeletons, you might as well make them dance!" 
she said. 

Ms. Ames focused most of her talk at genealogy 
methods and historic research, which she said "go hand- 
in-hand". 

"You have to learn the economic, political 
structure of the time you are reading. You have to think 
like they thought. Keep an open mind," she said. 

Ms. Ames delved into an array of records out 
there that can help individuals climb their family tree and 
learn intriguing details about their ancestors. She listed the 
following sources: newspapers, wills and deeds, census 
records, vital records, passenger lists, maps, old photos, 
oral histories, journals, passport applications, cemeteries, 
and marriage records. The source that gives you the most

bang-for-the-buck is census records, although she said 
census takers commonly made errors and ancestors did 
not shy away from lying about their ages. 

One source that she said dispenses "all the town 
dirt" is the town annual report, which offers information 
on schools, government, and the latest news. She also 
encouraged exploration into ancestors' memberships into 
various esoteric societies, such as the Freemasons, Odd 
Fellows, Order of Redman and Pocahontas, and Sons of 
Temperance. 

Perhaps the most reliable information, she said, 
are home deeds (found at Registry of Deeds), which are 
specific and well documented. She also said the use of 
historic maps is "invaluable" because it gives researchers 
an idea of what a town looked like at a certain point of 
time. 

Overall, she described piecing together 
information using many sources, but acknowledged that 
dead ends are possible. "Sometimes you are out of luck," 
she said. 

Interestingly, Ms. Ames said it is possible to 
learn the time and identities of people in old photos 
found in great grandma's old memory box. "There are a 
million ways to lock down the date," she said, noting that 
clothing can be a giveaway, as well as the pose used. Also, 
census information detailing family sizes and relative 
ages can help researchers pinpoint who people are in a 
photo.

Accessing ancestor information may require a trip 
to the local Town Hall, library. Registry of Deeds, or state/ 
federal archives, but she said much can be found online 
on a cold and snowy day - "but the good information 
comes at a price/' She suggested the following 
websites: www. Ancestry com (for most records), www. 
GenealogyBank.com (for newspapers clippings), www. 
FamilySearch.org, and AmericanAncestors.org (for New 
England genealogy). 

She said as researchers go about the task of 
rediscovering their pasts, ''there is a mystery around 
every corner." However, she said anyone is capable 
of learning more about themselves, and their findings 
should be shared and not kept to oneself.

vegetables such as lettuce, Swiss chard, peas, and native 
strawberries. You can't beat locally grown produce,'' Mr. 
Gagne said. 

In addition to a greater number of vendors this 
year, Ms. Leary-Jones said that for the first time the 
market will offer local meat from Fairhaven. Also, she 
said each week the market will spotlight a local business 
to further connect local buyers and sellers.

Vernal Pool Explored in Mattapoisett

What happens, over decades, when an old house 
foundation leaves a big hole in the ground, which fills 
with ground water. . . in the woods? A group of locals led 
by the Mattapoisett Lands Trust found out on Saturday 
when they ventured into an area off Bowman's Road to 
explore with wetland scientist, Liz Leidhold, director of 
the Marion Natural History Museum. The area is known 
as Grace Pond, dedicated to Manuel ''Leloca'' Grace, and 
is owned by the Mattapoisett Land Trust.

The walk was held to give locals an opportunity 
to participate in the documentation of a vernal pool. Each 
participant was given a form provided by the Natural 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program (NHESP) 
under the direction of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife to document and witness what was 
found in the pool. 

Pulling on her brown waders, Ms. Leidhold 
entered the water with a net and a white tray. She pulled 
up what looked like a stick, with many balls of white jelly 
stuck to it. She put the white tray under the stick to show 
the group the hundreds of salamander eggs embedded 
in the jelly sacks. "We need to find five species here to 
qualify this as a vernal pool," said Ms. Leidhold, "this is 
one, right here." 

Ms. Leidhold said that the salamanders would 
hatch in approximately four weeks, depending on the 
water temperature and strength of the sun through the 
tree canopy overhanging the pond. Vernal pools are 
important because they are the breeding habitat for 
resident amphibians and invertebrates such as wood 
frogs, spotted and blue-spotted salamanders and fairy 
shrimp. 

As Ms. Leidhold walked carefully around the 
edge of the pond, others sketched the pond on a piece of 
paper, noting a large boulder and a small island and other 
identifying features. The drawings will be attached to the 
document, which will be sent to the NHESP to officially

certify the area as a vernal pool habitat. Others walked 
to the other side of the 120 by 100-foot pond where they 
dipped small white buckets into the water. 

"Here is a fresh water snail and some insect 
larvae/' said James Leidhold, who held up his bucket 
for other to look at. It didn't take long for the group to 
pull up various types of insect larvae, wood frog eggs, 
tadpoles, and three different types of salamander eggs. 
In total, over ten different species were located and 
identified within an hour. "This is a bonanza," said Ms. 
Leidhold. 

Gary Johnson, president of the Mattapoisett 
Lands Trust said that the pond exploration gives adults 
and children a chance to get out into the woods and learn

about the natural world. "I grew up in Western New York, 
and there was a stream nearby and the neighborhood 
kids spent a lot of time hanging out in the woods catching 
tadpoles. . . we want to give kids a chance to explore the 
mysteries out there and enjoy the outdoors/' said Mr 
Johnson. 

"This is a special time of the year/' said Mr 
Johnson, "everything is awakening and there is a hub of 
activity that only lasts a few months... now is the time to 
get out and see something new and get out in nature and 
enjoy it," he said. Most of the participants agreed that 
children especially need to spend more time outside in 
nature.

responded to the scene and shot the animal, which 
showed symptoms of carrying rabies. Natural Resources 
Officer Kathy Massey confirmed the shooting of the other 
rabid fox at Eldorado drive. 

"It doesn't happen a whole lot/' said Ms. Massey 
regarding rabid fox sightings. 'The fox [at the Bay Club] 
came after the deputy, and we had to shoot that one in a 
woman's backyard. This one was definitely rabid. It was 
under the car, trying to get to the deputy," she said. 

These sightings concerned officials mainly 
because foxes carrying rabies can spread it to humans. 
Although rabies - a viral disease that affects the central 
nervous system - usually is transmitted through an 
animal bite, it also is possible to catch it if an animal's 
saliva enters the body through a cut in the skin or on the 
eyes, nose or mouth. 

Raccoons, skunks, foxes and bats commonly 
carry rabies, although any animal can catch it, according 
to the Center for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC). 
Ms. Massey said that sometimes even seals can catch the 
virus. 

One way to identify whether a fox has rabies is if 
they seem disoriented or aggressive. The most common 
rabies strain, called "Furious Rabies," causes the animal 
to act out, and they lose sense of direction and fear. Also 
foxes with a sagging jaw or dropping head may carry 
the virus, as partial paralysis can occur. Rabid foxes may 
attack inanimate objects and also bite themselves, and 
they typically die about three days after infection. 

Ms. Massey acknowledged that it isn't 
always easy to determine whether a fox has rabies. 
"Unfortunately you cannot always tell," she said. 
However, the recent foxes clearly had rabies because they 
were aggressive and were on the attack. 

This time of year, foxes exhibit aggression

because it is mating season, but Ms. Massey said they 
generally would retreat upon human contact. However, 
a rabid fox will pursue a person. "When they are coming 
after you, you'd know,'' she said. 

Nationwide, human deaths caused by rabies 
have declined from more than 100 annually at the turn 
of the 20th century to one or two per year in the 1990s, 
according to the CDC. In the rare instances of human 
death from rabies, it occurs when people fail to seek 
medical assistance, usually because they were unaware of 
their exposure. 

The CDC alerts people to early symptoms of 
rabies in people, which include: fever, headache, and 
general weakness or discomfort. More specific symptoms 



appear as the virus spreads, which may include: 
insomnia, anxiety, confusion, slight or partial paralysis, 
excitation, hallucinations, agitation, hypersalivation, 
difficulty swallowing, and hydrophobia. Death usually 
occurs within days of the onset of these symptoms. 

Although death is uncommon, residents who spot 
a disoriented or aggressive fox are urged to stay away 
from it. An alert requests that residents do not approach 
the animal and call the Mattapoisett Police at 508-758-4141 
immediately 

"Should you see a rabid fox showing aggression, 
get away from it as fast you can. It will come after you," 
Ms. Massey said.

''no bite'' but it isn't working. Any suggestions? 

Congratulations on your new puppy. Once you get 
him to 5 months of age the annoying sharp baby teeth 
fall out so the problem disappears. In the meantime, 
puppies play using their mouths so the bites you are 
getting are not malicious in intent. Two main sugges- 
tions: play dates with other dogs wear your puppy out. 
They have energy that they need to disperse and play- 
ing with another playful dog every other day or so is 
the easiest way to accomplish this. Part 2 is that your 
puppy probably doesn't care what it is chewing on so 
substitute a toy for your hand. Rawhides, beef bones, 
ropes, tough soft puppy toys all may work well. Throw 
a ball for the puppy to fetch. He wants to play and you 
just need to divert his attention to something other than 
your hand.

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John Mills appeared before the commission to 
discuss a Request for Determination of Applicability 
(RFD) to replace a rotted shed at 88 Water Street with a 12 
by 16-foot shed in the same location. The shed ''has seen 
better days'' according to Mr. Mills and will be replaced 
with a new one of the same size in the same location.

Chairman Hartley said. "It was a little sketchy compared 
to what we usually see/' The Commission closed the 
hearing to consider the RFD. 

Mike Campagnone of CLE Engineering 
and architect Will Saltonstall appeared to discuss 
an amendment to the order of conditions for the 
improvements to the Tabor Academy playing fields on 
Spring Street and Ryder Lane. The project will include 
80,000 square feet of artificial turf and will include one 
field (Field 1) lit by 4 light poles 80 feet tall.

'Tn the course of negotiating the teachers 
contract, we have seen a lack of respect on the part of the 
School Committee, for the value of our educators and 
for the excellent experience, we, as educators, provide 
to our students,'' said teacher Teresa Dall, on behalf of 
several dozen teachers who filled the superintendent's 
conference room to near capacity 

"We look forward then to continuing the 
negotiating process in a timely and respectful manner 
and in a manner that acknowledges and does not insult 
the dedication, the talents, and the professionalism of the 
ORR educators," Ms. Dall continued in the statement. 

Chairman Peter Bangs was quick to respond, 
saying that it was a "misunderstanding between the 
two bodies" stemming from data sets presented during 
a recent negotiations session. In his own statement. Dr. 
Bangs described the data, which showed that the ORR 
district spends substantially more per student than 
school districts from Plymouth to Westport and that 
ORR students performed "roughly in the middle in

comparison to neighbors/' 

'The ORR School Committee did not provide 
these data in order to suggest that our faculty is doing 
an inadequate job considering the level of compensation 
that they receive/' he said, adding, 'The fact that it 
appears to have been taken in that light is a result of poor 
communication, and I accept full responsibility for my 
failure to make our point of view clear." 

Dr. Bangs went on to say, however, that the towns 
support the schools "to a much greater extent than is 
required by law, and that no other district enjoys the same 
level of support." He noted that 80 percent of health care 
costs of ORPEA members are covered by the district, and 
that these members have seen their salaries increase by 10 
percent and sometimes up to 15 percent, during the past 
three years. He said this compensation is not congruent 
to the economic realities that most people face, as many 
are experiencing salary cuts, job losses, and home value 
depreciation. 

"The teachers at ORR are not exempt from the 
difficulties that we are all facing, and the sacrifices being 
made by the people in our three towns and across the 
state and country need to be shared by all," Dr. Bangs 
said, and urged ORPEA to be flexible during negotiations 
with this in mind. 

The ORPEA members present at the meeting 
acknowledged but did not respond to Dr. Bang's 
comments.

In his report, ORR High School Principal 
Michael Devoll said that students and staff members 
were featured on Channel 10 in Providence to highlight 
a recent fundraising drive for Afghanistan children. 
The school will have a follow-up assembly on April 
27 with Channel 5 reporter Sean Kelly, who recently 
traveled to Afghanistan as a reporter embedded with the 
Massachusetts National Guard, he stated. 

Mr. Devoll also announced some changes to the 
school course of study in relation to foreign languages, 
and said that the new lacrosse team is up and running 
with 35 boys and 19 girls participating in the sport. 

Steve Murphy, Facilities Director, said the 
installation of the Direct Digital Control system is going 
very well, and that his staff is in the ''redesign phase," 
testing all machinery and wiring up duct controls. The 
final stage will begin once this step is completed in about 
three or four weeks, he said. 

Mr. Murphy said that janitorial staff continues to 
work well with teachers, and recently installed bulletin 
boards in the corridors for artwork. ORPEA members, 
who were present at the meeting during this report, 
spontaneously applauded the work of the janitorial staff. 
"Hats off to them," Mr. Murphy said. 

Suzanne Souza, Food Services Director, began 
her report by assuring school committee members that 
her department does not use expired food, rotates stock 
frequently and never stores food offsite. School lunch 
counts have increased by 2,951 meals this year, she said, 
commenting on a trend that has students purchasing 
more lunches but fewer a la carte items. Due to the 
program's participation in the SouthCoast Collaborative, 
for which companies bid on providing food, the overall 
food cost has dropped $19,397 this year, she said.

The Mattapoisett Housing Partnership seeks to 
guide state mandated Affordable Housing programs to 
meet Mattapoisett goals and desires. We've sponsored 
a Housing Production Plan now accepted by our Board 
of Selectmen and by the State. It can be read in detail 
on the Town website: www.Mattapoisett.net/Pages/ 
MattapoisettMA_WebDocs/partner. 

Without such a Plan, developers can bypass much 
of our local zoning under the guise of building Affordable 
Housing. In doing this without guidance, they can put too 
many living units too close together in places we don't 
want. 

The Plan outlines the statistical need for such 
housing. For example, a living group of 2 with income of 
less than $50,000 will qualify for Affordable Housing as 
defined by the state. More importantly the Plan outlines 
prioritized steps for Mattapoisett to achieve its share of 
Affordable Housing via proactive adjustments to zoning 
and aggressive pursuit of projects done the way we want 
them. 

The first recommendation in the Plan is to educate 
the Mattapoisett public about the Plan and the need

and obligation for more Affordable Housing. Of course, 
this education will work both ways as the Mattapoisett 
Housing Partnership seeks input and reinforcement on 
the kinds of projects the townspeople prefer. 

As a "kick-off for these recommendations, 
our Board of Selectmen anticipate two articles on the 
annual Town Meeting Warrant: first, a zoning article to 
increase the minimum size of "family-related apartments" 
from 500 to 700 square feet to be compatible with state 
regulations; and second, the formation of an Affordable 
Housing Trust to enable holding of funds and/ or property 
outside of the Mattapoisett general fund. The Trustees of 
such a trust would be appointed by our Selectmen and 
would include a representative from that board as well as 
a minimum of four additional participants. 

We recommend reading the Plan on the website 
and encourage questions and perspective from all 
interested citizens.

Church Field Fundraising 

The Rochester Land Trust has begun its new 
year with an ambitious fundraising campaign. Since its 
purchase of the Church Field required a substantial loan 
from the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay, as well as a big dent 
in the Trust's bank account, the RLT is trying to raise the 
money needed to repay that loan so it will be in a position 
to purchase other land as it comes available. 

The RLT has great plans for this parcel, and is 
working to have trails through the woods and fields to the 
river, the old homestead on the road cleared of brush and 
a picnic area established with a grand opening scheduled 
for May 21. This 32-acre parcel was formerly owned by 
Mr. George Church, who recently subdivided his 60+acre 
homestead, with RLT purchasing the southern parcel 
(his home and new equipment building which houses a 
museum are located on the northern piece). This land has 
outstanding conservation value, and is deed-restricted to 
ensure that it remains in conservation forever. It is located 
on the Mattapoisett River so that it helps protect our 
valuable water resources, and offers tremendous scenic 
value as well as great potential for passive recreation. 

To help residents see the growth of the fund, 
a large sign will be erected on Church's Field on 
Mattapoisett Road, indicating the progress towards the 
goal of raising $50,000 this year. A significant part of the 
proceeds from the sale of the Byrne property was also 
used in the purchase. In addition, a substantial amount

Snipatuit Farms Photo Exhibit 

The Rochester Historical Commission recently 
discovered a cache of over 600 photos of Snipatuit Farm, 
owned by Gertrude Peabody at the turn of the century. 
Gertrude and her husband, Frank originally had a camp 
on Reed Island in Great Quitticas that they used as a get- 
away from their mansion 120 Commonwealth Avenue in 
Boston. In 1903, she purchased the start of what would 
be a very large farm at the top of the hill going south 
on Snipatuit Road. These photos, the rights purchased 
from the Massachusetts Historical Society partially with 
a grant from the Rochester Cultural Council through the 



Massachusetts Cultural Council, show a slice of life of 
how the well-to-do enjoyed their time in Rochester. 

The 14 scenes range from views on North Avenue 
to several of the house, lost in a fire in the 1920's, the 
barn, only recently torn down and the pump house, still 
standing. There are also shots of "bathing'' on Quitticas, 
and an interior shot of Amelia and Gertrude having tea 
with imported English William Morris wallpaper on the 
wall, or Mr. Peabody and his friend William Eaton ready 
for the hunt and "Mr. Brown", either a handsome man or 
a handsome horse! There is also a "photo op" of Gertrude 
and Amelia haying while wearing fancy flowered hats. 

The entire lot of photos, together with Gertrude's 
diary of her time at Snipatuit Farms, gives us a glimpse

Yawn 4

Scream 4. Starring Neve Campbell and Courteney Cox. 
Directed by Wes Craven. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

"Where is the next Wes Craven?'' That's how I 
ended my review of Wes Craven's Scream fifteen years 
ago. Now I have to ask. Where is the current Wes Craven? 
Scream 4, which nobody particularly wanted except 
executive producer Bob Weinstein, is further proof 
that the director who unleashed such horror classics 
as Last House on the Left and The Hills Have Eyes and A 
Nightmare on Elm Street is long gone. All of those films 
have been poorly remade in recent years, and Scream 4, 1 
think, would like to consider itself a commentary on the 
remakes and reboots that have choked the horror genre 
for the last decade. Instead it just becomes part of the 
problem. 

Sidney Prescott (Neve Campbell), the Final 
Girl heroine of the previous Scream films, returns to her 
hometown of Woodsboro after ten years as part of a 
book tour for her new memoir. Almost immediately, the 
Ghostface killings start up again. Who's the killer — or 
killers? Does it really matter? The Scream movies have 
offered increasingly ridiculous reveals of the killers' true 
identities, and this one is no different — actually, I take 
that back; it's even more ridiculous, given that the people 
involved are so tiny and spindly they're hardly credible as 
slashers who can ram a blade into tough flesh and, in one 
case, a forehead. Do the filmmakers (including returning 
screenwriter Kevin Williamson) have any idea how hard 
the human skull is? That's why brain surgeons use bone 
saws. 

The movie takes easy shots at such fat targets as 
the horror subgenre "torture porn," which is generally 
agreed to have died on June 8, 2007, when Hostel Part II 
opened to the sound of yawns and crickets. There's also 
a good deal of movie-within-the-movie meta-nonsense 
involving the horror series Stab, based on Sidney's 




experiences; we're told there are now seven Stab films, 
all of which look more fun than the movie we're actually 
watching. The clownish cop Dewey (David Arquette) and 
the erstwhile reporter Gale (Courteney Cox) are back, 
seemingly re-enacting the actors' marital troubles we've 
heard too much about lately; Gale is bored of Dewey and 
he knows it (but stops short of whining to Howard Stern 
about it). 

The secret of the original Scream's success was 
trumpeting Drew Barrymore's presence in all the ads 
and then killing her off in the first scene. From there, 
the movie was on wheels: all bets were off, anything 
was possible. There wasn't yet a lucrative franchise to 
endanger by picking off a major character. There sure is 
now (word is that Bob Weinstein hopes Scream 4 will be 
the first of a new trilogy). And so we never fear for Sidney, 
Dewey or Gale, much less any of the newer characters 
(Alison Brie, Emma Roberts, Hayden Panettierre), whom 
we barely care about. Needless to say, the movie is 
never less scary than when it tries to be, and oftentimes 
it doesn't even bother to try. If people being murdered 
made something a horror story, then ABC's Castle would 
be a horror series (and Castle is consistently more tense 
and entertaining than anything in Scream 4). All that's 
left is someone running around in a cloak and Edvard 
Munch mask, a visual parodied so often by now it's lost 
its punch. Fifteen years ago, I ended my Scream review 
by saying that the horror genre needed a new face. It now 
needs considerably more than that.

The Moderate Parent 
Snips and Snails... and 
Sparkle?

What would you do 
if your strapping young son 
asked for a new ballcap? You'd 
probably get him the hat, 
assuming it was in the budget, 
right? Now imagine that some 
boy has asked you to paint his 
toenails pink. What's your reaction then? 

To be honest, I think a lot of parents don't know 
what to do. If a girl asks to do something traditionally 
"boyish" - like play with some G.I. Joes or something 
- most parents wouldn't think twice about it. But if a 
boy asks for something traditionally considered "girly", 
well. . . that's often a different story. 

The Internet was abuzz in November 2010 when 
a blogger called "Nerdy Apple Bottom" wrote about 
dressing her son up as Daphne from Scooby Doo for 
Halloween. There he is, in the post, in an orange wig, 
pink dress, purple cardigan, and go-go boots. Sparkle 
tights and a dainty scarf complete the ensemble. It got 
everyone asking themselves - what would I do if my son 
wanted to wear girls' clothes? (Visit NerdyAppleBottom. 
com for the original blog post). 

How do you feel about gender bending? I 
never really thought about it, to tell you the truth. Our 
youngest daughter is Frances, nicknamed Frankie. My 
older daughter loves superheroes and dirt digging. Her 
favorite playmate is her cousin Kieran, and he's about as 
masculine as a fella can get. Talk about snips and snails 
and puppy dog tails - the kid wrote the book on it. They 
play Batman and Robin, and they dig in the dirt. Hazel 
suggests dolls, and Kieran scoffs. 

But it wasn't always that way. I remember two 
years ago, when my nephew Kieran was in the middle 
of a gender-bending stage. He loved pink and frills and 
glitter. As a three-year-old, he tore through the Build-a- 
Bear workshop, looking for the pinkest, tutu-iest bear 
he could find. We have a photo of him on the fireplace 
mantle that proves he wore a Tinkerbell costume during 
that time period. 

But something happened at some point - his 
friends at school removed this inclination. He didn't 
express interest in "girl stuff" - and that disinterest even 
turned into distain. The boys at school just wouldn't 
approve. 



Did you know that gender roles, especially as 
they apply to children, are fairly recent? In this week's 
Smithsonian (www.Smithsonian.com), the origin of the 
whole "girls wear pink, boys wear blue" paradigm was 
explored in an article entitled "When Did Girls Start 
Wearing Pink?" by Jeanne Maglaty. In her article, Ms. 
Maglaty points out that there was no gender distinction 
for children in the 19th century - girl or boy, a child 
would wear gowns of white until they were 6 or 7. The 
gowns could be reused among the children regardless 
of gender, and the white could be bleached for proper 
cleaning. It wasn't until World War I, she said, that 
parents felt the need to assert gender distinction in 
clothing. 

And what an industry! Parents trading in 
pink car seats for blue car seats, blue strollers for pink 
strollers. It becomes more and more difficult to find 
gender-neutral colors because the manufacturers love 
selling two of everything. 

What would happen if we placed a boy in a pink 
stroller? Or a baby girl in blue corduroy overalls? Would 
it rip a hole in the space-time continuum? What are we 
so afraid of? 

When I was five years old, there was this little 
thing - you might have heard of it. It was called the 
Cabbage Patch Kid. Remember? In kindergarten, I got 
my first Cabbage Patch Kid. Her name was Heather, and 
I was smitten. I couldn't imagine anyone not loving her. 
I brought her into show and tell, and promptly learned 
that most of the boys wanted nothing to do with my 
baby. There was one boy - Neil - who wanted to play 
with her, but he said his dad didn't let him play with 
dolls. 

So I ask you again - what are we so afraid of? 
Do we really think that a temporary penchant for glitter 
and pink is going to "make" a boy gay. . . anymore than 
a G. I. Joe is going to "straighten" a child who will never 
be heterosexual? I'm all about the gender-neutral stuff. 
The kids can grow up to be themselves without me 
assigning them their roles. 

Incidentally, when my nephew went through 
the pink and Tinkerbell stage, I couldn't help but laugh. 
He looked cute and a little silly. And I think that was 
the reaction he was looking for - laughter. We weren't 
shocked or reproachful. And now, he's all about BenlO 
and aliens. Go figure.

Marion Alternative Energy Committee 

In its meeting on March 28, the Alternative 
Energy Committee (AEC) voted not to further pursue a 
turbine at Great Hill at this time. While the site provided 
an exceptional wind resource, the committee found 
that the Town could not offer the owners of the land 
indemnification and the needed insurance protection. It 
was also felt that the distance between nearby homes on 
Great Hill and the proposed turbine might be less than 
needed to protect them from shadow flicker and noise. 
Access to the site for the heavy equipment required to 
build and service the turbine was another determining 
factor. 

The committee plans to further study the 
feasibility of placing a turbine on land adjacent to the 
site of Old Rochester Regional High School. There is a 
possibility that a smaller turbine than the one proposed 
for Great Hill might be appropriate for the new location 
because of energy conservation measures that have 
already reduced electrical loads in some town facilities. 
The primary goal of the project would be to provide 
clean renewable power for the Town of Marion's public 
buildings and facilities and the ORR High School and
